During the course of bis systematic 


sightseeing in Eugluud, William- Jeu- 
nlugs Bryan, the uoted Nebraskan, 
luuched at the Cheshire Cheese tuv- 
ern, on Fleet street, London, occu- 
pying the seat which, according to u 
tablet in the wall, was the favorite seat 
of Dr. Samuel Johnson, and remarked 
that he would know the portrait aiiy- 
where because of the family resem- 
blance to Tom Johnson, says Charles 
Micuelson in a special cable dispatch 
from London to the New York Ameri- 
can. Mr. Bryan's luucb consisted of 
stewed steak; but, being a teetotaler, he 
had to forego the bitter beer which Dr. 
Johnson .found so acceptable. He cop- 
ied from the menu the Johnson quota- 
tion, "Xo, sir, there is nothing which 
has been contrived by man by which 
so much happiness has been produced 
as by a good tavern," and indorsed the 
sentiment. Naturally he bought a book 
about the place, as he buys a book 
about everything he sees and, what is 
more, reads them. 


Bryan is about the most conscien- 


tious sightseer that ever the world's 
metropolis identified, and it does iden- 
tify Bryan. Wherever he goes be is 
recognized, and there is about as much 
curiosity about him as there is about 
the king-of Italy, who is ulso in Lon- 
don. It was this king who gave Bryan 
his first sight of royalty. Bryan was 
returning from the Cheshire Cheese 
when a procession escorting the visit- 
ing ruler came along the Thames em- 
bankment from Guildhall, and the 
apostle of Democracy found himself 
hemmed in by a crowd in front of Som- 
erset House. The embankment was 
lined with soldiers and policemen, nnd 
Bryan soon found what was expected 
and waited on the sidewnlk for the 
royal carriage tto come. 


King Edward was not in the proces- 


sion, but the-Prince of Wales and-the 
Duke of Connaught were. So Mr. Bry- 
an had a good view of them; also of 
the king and queen of'Italy. Their 
majesties looked a good deal bored by 
the -whole proceeding, and something- 
of the same expression -was noticed on 
the face of the great Kebraskan. 


His only comment on the royal pa- 


rade -was that the English people seem- 
ed to take their dignitaries philosoph- 
ically. 


The nest stage in his exploration of 


London led Fryan to Westminster ab- 
bey. The verger took him through and 
pointed out the tombs of forgotten 
kings, murdered princes and beheaded 
notables in the singsong way peculiar 
to the tribe of exhibitors of famous 
places. Here, as elsewhere. Bryan was 
thorough and systematic. First be thor- 
oughly inspected the beautiful build- 
ing on all sides r then he took the dec- 
orations, panels and carvings in the 
nave and transept, sternly averting his 
eyes from the monuments and tombs 
until We had secured a proper impres- 
sion of their surroundings. Then he 
went with the verger, and that gowned 
guide had a new experience. Bryan did 
not disturb him in his recital of the 
names and deeds of mere kings and 
queens, but he cross questioned him 
closely about every totnb that holds 
the body of a man distinguished for 
•what he did for the people. 


He tarried at the spot from which 


Cromwell's body was torn after the 
restoration to be hanged and spent 
much time in the poets' corner. He 
would not discuss the effect of so much 
buried rcyal splendor, but there was 
with him all the time his son, William 
junior, and it was easy from the man 
ner in •which he called the boy's atten- 
tion to the violence of the death of so 
many great ones of English history to 
read his mind. He was tremendously im- 
pressed by the beauty of the abbey it- 
self, but the record of murders, behead- 
ings and violations of the sepulcher 
made a stronger impression upon him 
than did the glory of the dukes and 
kings of England. 


Bryan differs from the majority of 


American sightseers in London. He 
really wants to see and hear and does 
not care trho knows that be is a ten- 
derfoot in London. 
He questions ev- 


erybody—tradesmen, policemen, cab- 
bies and porters, as well as ambassa- 
dors and others «f distinction. He 
pays all charges wi^bont objection and 
meets the tipping question without 
flinching, but he asks the cabmen all 
about themselves, their earnings, their 


i history, and absorbs knowledge at ev- 
j cry slage of his journeyings. 
The

BIG GUN

"It wan 111 1S8U that i reached SU 


1'iitil ile Loiiudo, on the African coast," 
suid n MI I lor to me the other day. ":intl 
when I had been there for a couple of 
weeks a British survey steamer cnine 
ill to till up her crew. She hail been 
surveying up the Congo and was bound 
south to the flrout Fish river. 
The 


steamer carried forty men nil told and 
was outfitted 
with two U-pouudcrs 


and plenty of small arms. She had 
lost lh-e men up the Congo by fever, 
and when I offered myself I was at 
once taken. 


"We were a week workjng up to the 


forks of the Great Orange river, and 
then the fun began. The Great Fish, 
for about 100 miles Jibovc the fork's, is 
about as wide as the Hudson, with a 
depth of from four to seven fathoms. 
There never was an hour in the day 
that we couldn't see elephants, lions 
or rhinoceroses along the shores. 


"We had been steaming slowly up 


stream for about ten days before the 
river narrowed to about half its for- 
mer width, and then we began to have 
trouble with the natives. They had 
uo firearms, but they could hurl lances 
or shoot arrows from the banks to the 
steamer, and we had to be on the 
dodge all the time. 
Our 9-poumlers 


were kept loaded, and now and then 
when the black fellows got too daring 
•we sent a shell whizzing among Ihe 
thickets and scared them bail" to death. 


"One 
day, when the fringe of forest 


along the right bank suddenly ended 
and gave place to a long stretch of 
grassy plain, we came to anchor, and 
three of the survey men landed to 
stir up a big rhinoceros who could be 
seen standing under a tree half a mile 
back from the water. They were young 
fellows and full of daring, and I heard 
the captain caution tbem when they 
left the steamer. 


"We could see ail that subsequently 


took place. The old rhino had never 
seen a steamer before, but he wasn't 
a bit curious. If he had ever seen 
banters before he had no fear of them. 
He just stood there in the shade, bows 
on to us, and didn't trouble to figure 
out what might happen. The three 
men separated on landing to get in 
the rear of the big beast and cut off 
his escape, but he wasn't thinking of 
running away. He let two of the men 
creep up till within range, and it seem- 
ed to us as if we heard the thud of 
their bullets when they struck against 
his thick hide. They were ounce bul- 
lets, driven by big charges of powder, 
but they might as well have been fired 
against a stone wall. The rhino gave 
a start as they struck him. and then 
down went his head nnd up went his 
tail, and he charged at the man who 
was creeping head on. 


"The surveyors had made a mess 


of the thing, and there was bound to 
be a calamity. -They had taken the 
rhino for a noodle bead, whereas he 
knew his business to a dot. Tl>e man 
at whom he charged had no cover ex- 
cept here and there a bush. I don't 
know whether he should have run to 
the right or' left or stood still, but 
•what be did do was to fling down his 
guu and make back for the river. He 
bad pretty near half a mile to go. and 
he was a good sprinter, but that rhino 
had'a full head of sail on him. 


"He came on like a ship running 


before a hurricane, and about ten rods 
from the bank he overtook the. fleeing 
man and tossed him ten feet into the 
air. As the body came down he caught 
it and tossed it again and tb£n flung 
it about in a way that could have left 
no life in it after a few minutes. 


"The other chaps pluckily ran down 


and fired two bullets apiece into tbe 
beast, but when he charged them they 
made a bolt for and cl'inibed the tree 
under which be had been staud'ng at 
first. 
When he found them beyond 


his reach the rhino began running 
about in a circle, and it -was then 
that we cleared away one of the 
9 pounders and opened fire on him.

"Another boat was sent ashore, and 


I was one of those who landed from it 
We found the surveyor dead and with 
every bone broken, and as for the 
rhino he was a sight to see. 


"Two nights after that and twenty 


miles above we anchored in midstream 
for the night. It was a bright moon- 
light night, and up to midnight things 
passed off very quietly. Then a troop 
of elephants came down to the shore to 
drink. 
It was in my watch, nnd I 


counted fourteen big fellows and two 
kids. They -were just opposite us and 
not over foi-ty rods away, but were not 
at all alarmed by our presence.
